DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 10-16 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 10-16 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 6/1, 6/2, 7/6/1, 7/6/3, 8/6/1 and 8/6/2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by US 2,779,514 to Kebel. 

Kebel shows a foam dispensing valve as seen in Fig. 3, having a closure part 24 retained 
in a closed position by a spring 26, a valve mounting disk 15, a valve seat 21, a valve sealing 
element 22 and an elastic element 23. 

4. Claims 1, 3-5, 6/1, 6/3/1, 6/4/3/1, 6/5/4/3/1 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by US 3,249,261 to Benediktson. 

Benediktson shows a foam dispensing valve as seen in Figs. 1 and 2, having a spring 20 
crimped in disk 14, a valve seat 24 in the disk 14, an elastic sealing member 22, a sealing 
element formed in the spring 20, see Fig. 1, and a sealing body 26 fitted into an inner cylindrical 
extension of the disk.
